As ono reure- 
sentativo colored citizen said: "It's all 
foolishness, this talk of mob violence by 
thn darltoys. They arc not talking tbnt 
way. They thick it pretty rough thnt so 
good n man as George Bxibineon should 
bo murdered by n wild, reckless follow 
like Grilliu, but they feel that tho law 
will mete out justice to tho assassin." A 
number of the nogroos have doolated that 
Grillhi ought to bo hung.
